It is not our 
purpose in calling attention to 
his adv to go into detail about 
his business affairs. We will 
say however, that Mr. Capshaw 
is paying as much for dogwood 
here, as is being paid by other 
mills at points near by Elba. 

As to the amount of profit 
he makes on his output, that is

cern us. Hvery man is entitied 
to a veasonable profit for his 
labors, and after looking over 
prices paid for blocks, such as 
are turned out by Mr, Capshaw 
we do not see how he could 
make more aha a small pro- 
fit.
